M. Mendes-France scored a notable triumph 
in favour of the ratification of the Paris agree- 
ments shortly after midnight teday, when a motion 
hostile to the Government asking for the adjourn- 
ment of ratification was overwhelmingly rejected 
by 430 votes against 181. 

The motion sought to adjourn ratification 
until the French and German Governments had 
officially agreed on the interpretation they respec- 
tively gave to the Saar agreements.

Then an astonishing slep was 
tuken by the engineers in chargo 
of the mine. Only two days 
later they abandend all attempts 
at rescue, They felt sure the 
raging furnace of flame, as weil 
as potson gas, would have killed 
all below, 

Noarly throo weeks later a4 
workman. noar the  pithead 
rushed to one of the engineers 
shouting: “There are 13 corpses 
still altvo—und they want 10 
come up.” The cage reached 
the top as a wondering crowd 
sured round. The 13, gaunt, 
MWMthy and emctated, staggered 
forward. Not a bystander dared 
speak unt one of the “ghosts” 
broke the sitence with a strident 
laugh which sent shudders 
through every listener.

The “ghosts” had survived, 
without proper food or water, In 
a world of subterranvan dark- 
ness over 1,000f1. below the 
nurface for a pertod of 20 days.

But at least 
the air was breatheable and 
thero was no fire anywhere near, 
The explogion had occurred 
Some distance away.

' LONG list of ‘iuic:

Sapan is claimed by the 
British Council, whose an- 
nual report has just been 
published in .Gondon. ' : 
“There is a‘hint of rueful- 
nessa in its observation that 
“British books tre in great 
demand: Russian books 
plentiful and cheap.” But 
the Council is not dismay- 
ed. A_ potential Bnglish- 
reading public of ten milllor 
is growing up, it,says. Al- 
ready, more of thelr publica- 
tions are sold {n Japan — 
through regulir trade — 
than in any other country. 


Japan is, in fact, one of the 
Countil's pristeipal targets for 
Britlsh cult stter. Alone 
of all the countries tn ‘which 
the Council operates, Japan-has 
a chapter to itself in the report. 


But the Councll is not a rich 
organisation, It cannot do all 
that tt would wish to do; Moncy 
has to be spent whore it will 
do the most good—nnd, even 
then, with an cye to its effect 
on the critics at home who con- 
sider the «Council's work a 
waste of public funds, 


The Council's sla in Japan, 
in relation to the scope of its 
operitiona, js woefully ‘mall. 
For the greater part of the year 
covered by the report (April 
1963 to Murch 1954), it had 
only ono London-based officer 
in the country and one typlst. 
Later, It wdmits, “those num- 
bers were doublod.” | The rest 
of the executive staff consisted 
of a locally-appointed librarian 
and a Japanese translator, 

Staff shortage and the high 
cost of operating in Japan, 
however, were only two of the 
Council's problema when {t took 
over responsiblilty for British 
cultural affairs from the United 
Kingdom Lialson Mission at the 
end of the Occupation.

It- wea often found ‘then thar 
the various Icarned bodica with 
whom the Council made contact 
were uriaware of recent contribu. 
tions made Britain to their 
subjects. This was cspecially 
so where science and medicine 
wett concerned. The extent of 
British progress in the produc-

But the Council is not solely 
concerned with cultupe. Its in- 
teresta embrace mich mundane 
subjecta as traffic Jams in Tokyo. 

“Material lent to Japanese 
officials describing traffle control 
in London,” spys the report, 
“helped bring about a visible 
and audible diminution In the 
bedlam of trafic in Tolryo.”
